PEKING, Dec. 30. (#")-—After a siege 
lasting seventy-nine days the town 
of Chochow, forty miles southwest 
of Peking has-capitulated with the 
surrender cf the Shansi troops who 
were stranded there almost three 
months ago when the Shansi in- 
vasion of the Province of Chibli was 
repulsed. 

The siege was a queer combination 

of modern and ancient methods of 
warfare. Despite a shortage of sup- 
plies and munitions the Shansi 
troops used the city’s twelfth cen- 
tury wall as a barricade and repulsed 
a greatly superior Manchurian force, 
which utilwed the most modern 
weapons of war in China, Including 
artillery, aircraft, a modified form of 
8 a and even attempted a gas at- 
tack.

John J. Cannon, member of a car- 
penters’ union, was on trial] for mur- 
der as the asserted driver of the au- 
tomobile in which Gus Madsen and 
George Pesce drove to a building un- 
der construction in October. 1926, 
and beat to death MacIvan Camp- 
bell. a nonunion worker. When dis- 
charged, the jury stood 10 to 2 for 
his conviction.

The Calles proposal calls for the 
naming of members of the council 
from laborers, manufacturers, mer- 
chants, farmers, bankers, scientists 
and consumers, effecting a general 
composition so that all problems re- 
lating to the social and economic 
situation can be discussed adequate- 
ly and harmonized for the best in- 
terests of all. The executive's pow- 
ers are for a period of six months 
and begin Monday. 


In asking for the authority the 
chief magistrate pointed out that 
Mexico’s problems of production, dis- 
tribution and consumption are grow- 
ing more complex daily and with 
such a commission they could be 
handled effectively, since that body 
would have power to initiate new 
moves as well as to solve prob- 
lems.

BIBLE CITY 


Archaeologists Hear How 
Ruins of Town Believed to 
be Mizpah Were Found 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 30. ()--How an 
aerial photograph of Palestine led 
to the discovery of a buried walled 
city believed to be the ancient bib- 
Neal town of Mizpah was told be- 
fore the Archaeological Institute of 
America today. 

The photograph, said Dr. William 
FP. Bade of the Pacific School of Re- 
ligion at Berkeley, Cal., showed an 
important hill seven miles north of 
Jerusalem with a depression best vis- 
ible from the sky. 

Believing this depression indicat- 
ed the site of an ancient city, Dr. 
Bade obtained an enlargement of the 
photo from the Bavarian government 
and begin digging. 

The excavators found a great wal! 
forty feet high and twenty-five feet 
thick, and buried under the debris 
of 3000 years, Dr. Bade said, an an- 
cient temple was found. The fre- 
mains of five different towns, one 
built upon the other, were found, 
atid in them were skeletons, pottery 
and ancient articles believed to date 
back 5000 years. 

The temple, Dr. Bade said, was 
built by the Jews about 900 years 
before Christ, but through the tem- 
ple wall ran a foundation which he 
said was built by the Canaanites, who 
occupied the land before the Jews 
came.

Kellogg Corrects Rumor 
British Protest Elevation 
of Main Batteries 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. (#)-—-Pub- 
lished reports that the British gov- 
ernment is objecting to the raising 
of the main-battery guns on Amer- 
fean battleships prompted Secretary 
Kellogg to depart from a usual cus- 
tom today to authorize a directly 
quoted denial.

The yards now are unusually well 
stocked, due to the disinclination of 
the vast number of smal) yards to 
load up just before inventory time. 
Upon the completion of inventories | 
tonight, however, the movement from | 
the storage yards at the port will get 
under way. Many millions of board 
feet already are loaded in railway 
cars, standing on sidings at the port, 
for dispatch on the first of January 
to the little yards. 

This will cause a rapid depletion 
of stocks in the storage yards, which 
in turn will stimulate inbound ship- 
ments from the Northwest. During 
the last two months receipts have 
dropped to 90,000,000 board feet 
monthly. They are expected to sur- 
pass the 100,000,000 mark throughout 
the rest of the winter and 
months. 

No pronounced increase in number 
of vessels is expected in the coastal 
lumbe: trade, however, as the pres- 
ent fleet has not operated to its car- 
rying capacity of late months, and 
can augment the movement materi- 
ally without outside help.

WEST HAS 
INCREASED 


Manager Gives Figures to 
Show Gain in 1927 


Western tourist travel for the year 
1927 was heavy, according to F. 8. 
McGinnis, passenger traffic manager 
for Southern Pacific Company, who 
arrived in Los Angeles yesterday. Mr. 
McGinnis said ticket validations for 
all lines for the westbound tourist 
season, May 15 to October 31, totaled 
138.922 for the Pacific Coast, an in- 
crease Of slightly more than 6 per 
cent over the year 1926.

IRST IN AVIATION? ALMOST 

Award by the Navy Department of a 
contract for the construction of twenty-five 
flying boats to the Douglas Aircraft Corpo- 
| ration of Santa Monica emphasizes the 
progress Southern California is making, in 
‘all directions save one, in aviation. The 
exception is the tortoise pace of the city 
of Los Angeles toward providing a munici- 
pal airport. The airport project, under 
serious consideration for about two years, 
| has hardly budged an inch from the start- 
ing point. . Everybody is in favor of it, but 
nobody does anything effective to bring it 

about. 
Southern California conducted the first 
successful national air meet in history, 
some fifteen years ago, and the number 
since that time has been too many to 
count. Almost unnoticed, there has grown 
‘up here a very considerable aircraft indus- 
try. “Besides the Dougias company, which 
came into international notice through the 
building of the first planes to fly’ around 
the world, this section is the home of the 
Bach, Mahoney, International Lockheed and 
a dozen other manufacturing companies, 
large and smali. San Diego bas one of the 


also | Only two factories in the country making 


parachutes of approved type. Kinner in 
Glendale makes aircraft engines. The fa- 
mous Lindbergh plane, Spirit of St. Louis, 
was built at San Diego, and that city was 
Col. Lindbergh's starting point for the 
flights that startled the world. 

Clover Field was the starting point for 
the round-the-world aviators. This field 
aloge has 400 reserve aircraft officers who 
call it bome. Marsh Field at Riverside has 
been made the principal training point of 
} the United ftates Army Air Corps. San 
Diego is center of naval aviation, the home 
port of the Navy's only aircraft carrier, 
the Langley. The new aircraft carriers, 


‘ Saratoga and Lexington, are to be brought 


to Southern California waters. 

The first successful commercial aircruft 
operation in the United Stateg is that of 
the Western Air Express, which has suc- 
ceeded, by good managemen: and through 
the fact that it had capital enough to *pur- 
chase good planes and hire good pilots, in 
establishing itself on a paying basis. This 
} company carries passengers, mail and ex- 
press between here and Salt Lake City, 
/connecting there with the transcontinental 
air mail route. It is about to establish, 
with the assistance of the government and 
the Guggenheim Foundatian, a model air 
line to San Francisco, which will be as 
good as anything in the world. 

Then there is the Pacific Air Transport, 
with regular service between Los Angeles 
and Seattle, the Aero Corporation of Ameri- 
ca with recently established regular serv- 
ice between Los Angeles, Phoenix and Tuc- 
sou, the Ford-Maddux service to San Diego, 
which is expected to be extended to El 
Paso, and scores of other semi-commercial 
service which might be designated as aerial 
taxis. 

In personnel Southern California also 
stands high. According to Capt. Walter 
Parkin, aircraft representative here of the 
Department of Commerce, Southern Califor- 
nia actually has 35 per cent of all the me-

Other peoples besides ‘hose of England 
and Germany seek to limit the showing of 
American pictures by requiring an increased 
percentage of their own on every program 
But it is difficult to make an evening's 
entertainment a matter of percentages. Of 
course the spectators will take what they 
can get, but the exhibitors sincerely wish 
to give them what they want. 


As a matter of fact there is no race of 
locale to the cinema. Right here where 
most of the pictures are made much of the 
work is done by foreign directors and ac 
tors. American authors, actors and direc- 
tors go to England, to Germany, to France 
and to Italy to make pictures—using the 
scenery and the peoples of that country as 
their base and background. They exchange 
talent with foreign producers and the chief 
reason for making the bulk of the world’s 
pictures here is that the conditions for 
producing the average films are much bet- 
ter here than in any other spot on earth. 

There is no such thing as an all-American 
film and right here on our Broadway half 
a dozen foreign films have recently been 
produced in preference to our home-brewed 
movies. The reason was that some of 
them were better than our own and our 
people are eager to see any and all pictures 
having real merit. The films forbid any

OOKING TO AMERICA | 

“Never weary in well-doing” is a fine 
olf admonition, though. often it is hard to 
heed. Take the case of America in its in- 
ternational relations. All Western Europe 
is looking to this country for moral sup- 
port, without which the overseas states- 
men and publicists say there can be no 
certainty of world peace. They shiver at 
the prospect of “the next war,” which they 
fear would mean the Solshevization of 
Europe, and want us to do something that 


conditions. 

But what v-earies the average educated 
American citizen when he reads of these 
prayers for “an American doctrine” that 
shall stabilize European affairs is that over 
and over again we have attempted to put 
forth measures that might aid in this 
much-desired result, and that almost in- 
variably they have been picked to pieces 
or rejected outright...

ment not kept by the other powers. 
America’s well-meant efforts at the 
Geneva conference, at which drastic naval 
disarmament was proposed by us, were 
scorned by the British delegates, and the 
conference was broken up. )

with the same fate. Still our government 
has persisted in new attempts that mig

“THERE OUGHT TO BE A 


After studying a revised edition of the penal code of the State ot 
California, I am wondering if there is amything that a man may ‘do 


without breaking at least @me or more laws. If we are to judge by 


them! | ‘ 

With the greatest “number of 
laws of any nation, the United 
States is simultaneously the most 
lawless nation on earth. We have 
utterly innumerable people who 
have a characteristically 
American, child-like faith in the 
powers of legislation to perk all 
sorts of magic. We suffer from a 
certain ill, and immediately there's 


wor w to stop that” , We go 


on year after year piling up laws 
and year after year our lawiless- 
ness increases. 

It has repeatedly been suggested 
that there’s just one more law we 
need. That is a law to prohibit 
the enactment of any more fon- 
sense laws, and to repeal a few 
thousand of those we have. Every 
Teputable citizen is interested in 
law enforcement—bdut, how many 
of them have really taken stock of 
the reasons why we ate so plagued 
with lawlessness, and why our law- 
enforcement machinery threatens 
to collapse? Let the reputable 
citizen get an idea of how many

Some time ago I was on a hunt- 
ing trip in Mexico. A refractory 
horse bucked me off Into a clump 
of cactus.

Returning to Los An- 
geles, I resembled a nian with 
more boils than Job ever had, and 


nothing but Jet nature take its 
eéurse. The cactus stickers had 
to fester out. He told me, how- 
ever, that I could help nature a bit 
by bathing the injuries as fre- 
quently as possible with a weak 
solution of ecarbolic acid. That 
evening I visited the neighborhood 
drug store, and asked the druggist 
for three ounces of carbolic acid. 
“I can't sell you less than a pint,” 
he responded. “A pint! Great 
Heavens, man!.I don’t need a 
pint. I only want a few teaspoons- 
ful!” The druggist then went on 
to explain that carbolic acid had 
become so popular for s of 
suicide that a new State law pro- 
hibited selling it in quantities of 
less than a pint. Said I: 
mean to tell me that I 


carbolic acid, and couldn't do it 
with a pint;. or tI couldn't buy 
a pint and drink three ounces out 
of the bottle!” The drug man re- 
fused to argue. 
We have a State law prohibiting 
the sale of hypodermic syringes 
and needles. It is aimed at nar- 
cotic drug addiction, notwith- 
' standing that a hypodermic syringe 
is not necessary to a drug addict. 
After this law was passed, it was 
discovered that the rattlesnake 
had been overlooked. Folks had 
to have some protection against 
rattlesnakes, so an amendment 
was tacked onto the law—stating 
in substance that nothing in the 
act should be construed to prevent 
the sale of hypodermic syringes 
and needles as a part of an outfit 
for the treatment of snake bites. 
So, there’s our law, brethren! 
The drug addict is prohibited from 
buying a hypodermic syringe. If 
he can’t get his doctor to pre 
scribe the thing for him—a thing 
that he really doesn’t need at all: 
he can buy a shake-bite outfit. Of 
course, the idea would probably 
never occur to him that the hypo- 
dermic outfit tn the antivenom kit 
could be used for the administra- 
| tion of cocaine, or morphine! Such 
a law is an insult to the intelll- 
gence of a “hophead.” 
We have a law forbidding the 
of nitroglycerine,: except to 
authorized purchasers who have 
'legal use for it. This law was 
passed so yeggmen wouldn't be 
able to get nitroglycerine for safe- 
cracking jobs. Of course, every- 
body knows that the yeggmen have 
all quit because the law deprived 
them of the most essential tool of 
their trade!

But, 
nothing of the sort has been done. 
We passed a few more laws. We 
restricted the sale of dynamite and 
blasting powder, and of course, ev- 
-erybody knows how that put a stop 
to charges of dynamite going off 
under the Los Angeles Aqueduct. 
There was always plenty of dyna- 
mite when anybody wanted to 
blow up the Aqueduct, and the per- 
petrators of those outrages are all 
scot-free—except. two; wlio may 
have had something todo with 
those crimes, who went to prison 
on wholly different convictions. 
Some few months ago we passed 
a State law making the unauthor- 
ized possession of a machine gun 
a felony. That law was passed 
without any protest from the deer 
hunters, or from law-abiding citi- 
zens who might desire machine 
guns for pocket armament against 
stick-up men. It was passed prt- 
marily to deprive Chicago bandits 
of the tool for plying their trade 
fin California: A few weeks after 
the anti-machinegun law was 
passed, a sequad of machine-gun 
bandits worked over a local branch 
bank with such a weapon, and 
drove away with the “swag” in a 
stolen motor car. They still have 
the cash—if they haven't spent it.
